The written decision of the court 
will be sent to Chief Clerk Carroll, 
of the court of general sessions with­ 
in 24 hours. An order for the trans­ 
fer of Becker from the death house 
at Sing Sing will immediately be is­ 
sued and he will !>e transferred to 
the Tombs in New York where he 
will avian his second trial. 
The prevailing opinion was writ­

The reversal is based up- j 
on errors coin in it led by Justice Guff 
during the trial. 
The decision did not come as a big 
surprise, for it had been rumored 
among lawyers 
tor several weeks 
that Becker would have another op­ 
portunity to establish his innocence. 
Rosenthal was murdered at one o’­ 
clock in the morning July IG, IP 12. 
in front ot th** Hotel Metropole, iii 
West Forty-third street. New York. 
Although Rosenthal was shot by four 
Eatst side gunmen, afterward con­ 
victed and sentenced to death, it 
bhown at Becker’s trial, which 
lasted seventeen days, that the

“The second on** was an outbreak 
of scarlet fever in the Hogan school 
where four cases were reported with­ 
in three days. 
Prompt action re­ 
sulted in cleaning up the outbreak 
and no further cases developed.
